In ISAS the national debt went over a bfl-

that time Thanks to more people, the per 
capita figure fell to 111 85 in 1915 Today, it 
is better than 11.599 apiece — and still grow­ 
ing. 
The significant thing about its growth is 
this:

Continuity In government la pure­ 
ly theoretical. Transition is being 
described as smooth, but this is 
mostly because it is accomplished 
without personal rancor or ill feel­ 
ing and in a spirit of cooperation 
and helpfulness. 
Continuity, moreover, it an iron­ 
ic word. The transition in govern­ 
ment really means confusion as 
there is a changeover of 90 top 
executives and sub-executives. 
Take away at one time even 25 
such personnel from a corporation 
as big as General Motors, and the 
inside control 
inevitably 
falters 
though outwardly everything looks 
the same. 
The national government’s bud­ 
get is many times that of any 
single American company Most of 
the officials in the new administra­ 
tion here will not be famfliar with 
the background of their jobs for 
months to come. 
Apart from the desires of the 
politically victorious to celebrate— 
and they are happy and gay in 
their triumph—the fact remains 
that the way the United States 
changes presidents is not suitable 
tor a nuclear age 
Confusion and a kind of Irrespon­ 
sible drifting take the place af an 
efficient operation 


THE ALIBI is offered that below 


the 90 top executives is an arm y 
of clvU servants who stay on from 
administration 
to 
administration 
but lf the career employes can 
carry on the affairs of government 
so well, one wonders why the 90 
executives are hired in the first 
place. 


The truth is the 90 executives 
do have the power to form policy 
and to make decisions while the 
subordinates usually take no risks 
but pass only on m atters of routine. 
The military chiefs, of course, 
stay on but there has been so 
much hue and cry about civilian 
supremacy being needed at the 
Pentagon that one w onder wheth­ 
er these military men would ven- 
ture to make decisions on their 
own unless the emergency were of 
a truly alarming nature. 
Thus the Air Force maintains a 
partial airborne alert around the 
clock and has facilities for detect­ 
ing if not intercepting, oncoming 
planes and missiles 
It Isn't known exactly how much 
advance warning of an attack we 
can be sure of, but it is a m atter 
of minutes. America, of course, is 
supposed to take the "first blow” 
and do what it can afterward with 
what missiles or weapons are left. 


ALTOGETHER, 
the 
inaugural 
ceremony, brief as it is and fol­ 
lowed 
by 
a 
three-hour 
parade, 
should emphasize the risks incur­ 
red nowadays when government 
stops functioning even for a little 
while. 
The whole setup is one that de­ 
veloped in times when America 
was protected by two oceans and 
when hostile warships had to spend 
many days approaching our shores 
As for the general operations of 
government, nobody appraises the 
damage to the citizens resulting 
from inefficiency or neglect of the 
public interest during the transition 
period. 
Concentration of power In our 
own government as related to ex­ 
ecutive functions is essential but 
the situation cries out for a better 
system of transition and a more 
gradual rotation of personnel so 
that everything doesn't have to be 
done within a few days. 
Mr. Eisenhower has suggested 
that the inauguration be held in 
the autumn soon after the election 
and at least 80 days before Con­ 
gress is convened in January. 
This might help on the weather 
side 
and reduce somewhat the 
confusion of the present method of 
transition but the flaws in the sys­ 
tem are more basic. 
The need is for fixed terms that 
do not expire at the same time in 
all im portant administrative offices 
below the Cabinet level. It m ay 
take a disaster some day to awaken 
public opinion to the dangers of 
the present slipshod 
system 
of 
transition.

Dear President and Mrs. Kennedy: 
Welcome to the White House! For the next four 
years your office and home will be in the most fas­ 
cinating building in the world. As one who has just 
left the White House, after spending two years on 
President Eisenhower’s staff, I might bt* able to 
give you a few tips on your new home. I hope you 
will not think me presumptuous: these suggestions 
are offered only in the hope that our new President 
and his family will spend a happy and rewarding 
future in the White House. 


Landscaping: 


First of all, let’s take one of the least pressing 
problems: choosing a tree to plant on the White 
House law n—as almost every other President of 
the United States has done. President Eisenhower 
added a red oak; there is an American elm that 
John Quincy Adams planted; Grover Cleveland 
chose a Japanese maple. Andrew Jackson brought 
a Southern magnolia from his estate, the Hermi­ 
tage. Perhaps you might bring a tree to the White 
House from Hyannis Port, Mass. 


Recreation: 


For relaxation you’ll have a tennis court (used 


most recently by Margaret Truman) and tin* pc 
ting green used by President Eisenhower.

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THE UNTOLD STORY OF 
General MacArthur—Family Man 


Victory and defeat, ha nor and h u m ilia tio n — this history m a k e r has k n o w n them all, 
yet he has never failed in his most cherished role as husband and fa th e r

N t h e s i x - r o o m presiden­ 
tial suite of the Waldorf- 
Astoria Towers in New York 
City, General of the Armies 
Douglas MacArthur lives far 
from public view, as he has 
for the past nine years. 
On the occasion of his ap­ 
proaching 81st birthday, Jan. 
26, let us lift the curtain and 
look in on him for a few 
moments,—the retired, embittered national hero 
and the considerate husband-father. 
The MacArthur apartment consists of a living 
room some 70 feet long, three bedrooms, a dining 
room, and a maid’s room. The MacArthur family 
has put down roots here and made it home. “Here’s 
where we lighted,' the General told his wife Jean 
that day in 1951 when, after a 14-year absence 
from their native land, they first came home, “and 
here's where we’ll stay.” 
The furniture is hotel furniture. The only per­ 
sonal touch is reflected in beautiful Japanese 
screens, in the silver vases that are the gift of the 
Emperor of Japan, in a few ob]eta d art sent by 
Japanese friends, and in the gold cigarette case 
that MacArthur’* World War I start gave him as 
a token of affection. But the apartment has no 
trophies, no medals, no military decorations. 
Living with the General are his wife. Jean Fair- 


cloth MacArthur, 20 years his junior, and their 
only child, Arthur, who is 22. Arthur is 5 feet, IO 
inches, straight, slim, very dark. 
There, too, is Ah Cheu, once Arthur’s amah who 
has been with the family since the dark days of 
Bataan and Corregidor. 
The MacArthur trio has always been closely 
knit. Once, Mrs. MacArthur told Mrs. Manuel 
Quezon, wife of the then-president of the Philip­ 
pines who had pleaded with Mrs. MacArthur to 
take her young son and join the Quezons in leav­ 
ing besieged Corregidor: 
“We will stay with the General. We three are 
one. We drink'of the same cup 
Tall, erect, alert, MacArthur impresses his friends 
as having changed little in the past 20 years. In­ 
stead of the familiar uniform, he appears in con­ 
servative brown and gray tweeds when friends and 
business associates call on him in the suite. Morn­ 
ings and evenings, he enjoys wearing his West 
Point blanket with the letter "A" (for Army) 
boldly embossed. 
He no longer smokes his famous corncob pipe. 
Instead, he uses an ordinary pipe or smokes an 
occasional cigar. He eats heartily and rarely drinks. 
For exercise, he walks up and down his living 
room for a half hour at a time. The walking serves 
a double purpose. As has always been his habit, 
he thinks things out as he paces. 
His life is centered in the apartment. Here as 


chairman of the board of the Sperry Rand Corp 
he holds consultations and committee meetings 
Herbert Hoover is the only person he visits. The 
ex-President also lives at the Towers, but Mac­ 
Arthur calls on him only a few times a year. He 
maintains his old attitude towards the ex-Presi­ 
dent—slightly deferential—because Mr. Hoover 
was once his Commander* in Chief. 
General MacArthur leaves the apartment to at­ 
tend St. Bartholomew’s (Episcopal) Church with 
his wife and son, or for special occasions like the 
boy’s graduation from the Buckley and Browning 
schools. Sometimes, too, he just takes a walk with 
his old friend and aide, Gen. Courtney Whitney. 


He Has Rem ained Vigorous 


For the most part, the General has enjoyed good 
health for his age 
possibly because he wills it so 
Even last year, when an almost fatal illness struck 
him, he refused to recognize its existence, or seek 
medical help until the night of Jan. 29. Then he 
was so gravely ill that there was no longer any 
choice. When he was told that he had to be hos­ 
pitalized, he refused to be taken out of the apart­ 
ment in a stretcher or a wheel chair. Walking 
between General Whitney and Dr. George W 
Slaughter, he insisted upon going to the car under 
his own power. 
Later, when he was under sedation and hospital 
attendants were w heeling him out of his room, he

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I if ted his head slightly and smiled to his wife and 
General Whitney. “I shall return,” he said. 
These words gave hope to Jean MacArthur who 
had heard them before. They made up the famous 
battle slogan which MacArthur had first directed 
to the soldiers, sailors, and nurses on Corregidor 
and to the 18 million people of the Philippine 
Islands when he was forced to flee from the Jap­ 
anese onslaught in 1942. The words were also the 
pledge that helped sustain the Filipinos during the 
Japanese occupation; now it helped Jean Mac­ 
Arthur believe that her husband would fight his 
way back to health. 
During his recovery, Jean, who has always 
“drunk of the same cup.” moved into the room 
across the hall, where she stayed through the 
three months of his hospitalization. 


Home Life Has Been a Fortress 


This has always been the tone of their marriage. 
With his wife and son, General MacArthur has 
enjoyed a home life that has been its own strong 
fortress within any theater of war. These two— 
• 
his wife and his son—know what Manila, Corregi- 
, 
dor, and Inchon meant to him. They know—and 
he knows that they know. To each of them, he, 
in turn, has given a sentimental devotion. 
This devotion to his son is reflected in a recol­ 
lection of General Whitney, a frequent companion, 
who has seen the General weep on only three oc­ 
casions. The General wept when Manila fell to 
the Japanese and when he told the world about 
the Bataan Death March. The third time he wept 
was when his son fell while ice skating and broke 
his arm. 
When the M acArthur lived in Brisbane, Aus­ 
tralia, early in World War II, the General used to 
play a ‘boom-boom” game with five-year-old Ar­ 
thur every morning. The game would start with 
father receiving a smart salute from Arthur. Then 
father and son marched about the room to the tune 
of “boomity, boomity, boom," which they shouted 
in chorus. When Arthur reached a certain chair, 
he knelt and hid his eyes until his father shouted 
an especially loud “boom!” 
At that signal Arthur looked up to see what 
his morning surprise was Perhaps it was as insig­ 


nificant as a pencil or some paper clips. But on 
special occasions it could be a new toy. Because 
this morning ritual was only for father and son, 
the mother was never present. Her part in the 
enterprise was to hide the boom-boom presents, 
lest the too-dotmg father give his son all at the 
same time. One boom-boom gift the boy cherished 
was a tiny American flag, the symbol of the home­ 
land he had never seen. 
The General was named Father of the Year in 
1942. In accepting this honor, he said: “By profes­ 
sion, I am a soldier and take pride in that J act. But 
I am prouder 
infinitely prouder—to bo a father. A 
soldier destroys in order to build; the father only 
builds, never destroys. 
“Tire one has the potentiality of death; the other 
embodies creation and life.” 
Douglas MacArthur was as dutiful a son as he 
is a father. When the M acArthur were evacuating 
Manila, he ran back to the family apartment to 
get medals won by his father, Lt. Gen. Arthur 
MacArthur, also a famous spldier. 
With his mother, Douglas MacArthur enjoyed so 
close an attachment that, when he was appointed 
military adviser to the new governor of the Phil­ 
ippines, he said that he would accept only if his 
mother, then in her middle 80s, could come with 
hun. Come with him she did. 
During the voyage, Douglas MacArthur, then 
57, met Jean Faircloth of Murfreesboro, Tenn., an 
attractive Southerner 20 years his junior. She be­ 
came his second wife after an extended courtship 
(his first marriage to Henrietta Louise Brooks 
ended in divorce). 
To M acArthur, his wife has always been “my 
beloved wife; my best soldier.” To Mrs. MacAr­ 
thur, her husband is never “Douglas”; she calls 
him “General”—or more playfully, “Sir Boss.” 
The General, Jean, and young Arthur have 
shared difficult and dangerous times, and their re­ 
lationship still reflects these ordeals. Once, the 
General ordered his wife not to take the child to 
the barber for fear that he would catch cold. But, 
“best soldier” though she was. Jean defied her 
commander this time. 
In Tokyo, the MacArthurs resided in the former 
American embassy, a gaudy and unlivable estab­ 


lishment. When Arthur asked, “Will this be a 
home?” the General assured him: “Your mother 
will take care of us.” 
During the Korean war, MacArthur^ family 
shared with nim the exultation of victory at In­ 
chon and the despair and confusion that followed 
Red Chinese intervention. Then, on April 12, 1951, 
while the MacArthurs were entertaining two U S. 
Senators at lunch, Mrs. MacArthur was called to 
the telephone. On an Armed Services Radio broad­ 
cast, an old friend had heard the news of Mac­ 
Arthur^ recall because of his demands to attack 
Red bases inside China. 
This was the end of active service for an old 
soldier whose earliest memory was the sound of 
bugles in Fort Wingate, a lonely frontier post in 
the territory of New Mexico, where his parents 
took him as a babe in arms But, as the senior mil­ 
itary officer on the active rolls of the Armed Forces 
of the United States, a post that ranks all other 
offices, he had hoped to be assigned duties by the 
President and to be consulted by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff When no assignment and no request for 
consultation came, he felt that he was a resource 
that was being wasted. 
MacArthur, however, feels that his warning in 
Korea that “there is no substitute for victory" has 
proved prophetic. He believes that, as the result 
of our reluctance to pursue the Korean war to ulti­ 
mate victory, we have allowed Red China to be­ 
come a military colossus which threatens the peace 
of the world. 


A rth u r W o n 't Be a Soldier 


In the intervening years, the General’s only son 
has become a senior at Columbia College, major­ 
ing in English. Arthur wants to be a writer and 
has no intention of following in his family’s mili­ 
tary tradition. A soldier and a soldier’s son, the 
General has always encouraged his own son to 
be self-reliant He is content that this gentle and 
intelligent boy has been drawn to the artistic rather 
than to the military life. When Arthur showed in­ 
terest in playing the piano, however, his father 
watched closely, and when it was obvious the boy 
was only an average player, he discouraged pro­ 
fessional ambitions.

island;now cames the happy

ironic message from the post that tells them haw rich they are

• On the primitive Pacific island in the Galapagos off Ecua­ 
dor where the W ittmer family moved from Germany in 1932, 
confact with cuuliration cam** only with units of ships. Some 
brought news of the outside world, some took news back 
about the “Swiss Family Robinson'' of Floreana. A son, Rolf, 
was bom the first year and a daughter, luge, four years later. 
There were tragedies, too: Dr Karl Ritter, who delivered 
their children, died, and their eldest son, Harry, whose ill 
health brought them to Florearui, lost hts life in a boating ac­ 
cident. Their brave experiment caught the imagination of the 
world and brought many famous visitors, among them Presi­ 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, anthropologist Thor Heyerdahl, 
and a Walt Disney expedition. In the final chapter of our 
story condensed from “Floreana ' by Margret W ittmer, to be 
published by E. P. Dutton in April, 25 years have passed 
since the Wittmers first came to their island home. It is the 
day Rolf, the boy born in a cace, t* to marry Paquita Garcia, 
a mainland girl whose brother operated the only radio sta­ 
tion. War and the story of the Wittmers have brought some 
50 other families and the inroads of civilization to Floreana, 
including the radio station. 


W 


H EN I LO O K ED at Rolf on his wedding day, I thought of 
his birth in a cave nearly 25 years before, rte was the 
first European to be born on the island; now he would be 
the first to get m arried. 
Tile wedding would take place on my birthday, when we 
would also celebrate our 25th anniversary as settlers. Every­ 
thing was ready for the wedding, including the cattle, pigs, 
and 35 chickens for roasting. Now we had only to wait for 
the guests to arrive; but at IO p m. on July IO a radio m es­ 
sage came from the governor of the Galapagos saying the 


launch could not come, having run out of fuel. Tile next 
morning I settled down at Floreanas radio station to arrange 
for a chartered boat to bring the guests, the governor’s dele­ 
gation, and the monsignor who was to perform the ceremony. 
Everything was ready for receiving guests, but at midday, 
when Heinz, my husband, tam e down from the farm, there 
still were no guests to receive. I was growing extrem ely agi­ 
tated, but Heinz only laughed: “Good heavens, woman, no­ 
body would think you'd been 25 years on the Galapagos the 
way you worry about minor delays! Haven’t you learned 
anything?" He was right. In time, our guests arrived. 
Tile civil ceremony took place in the morning, and the 
governor’s representative performed it most impressively. 
He delivered a short address to the bride and groom before 
declaring them man and wife. Paquita was so wrought up 
she could scarcely sign her name afterward, and I thought 
I noticed that Rolf’s eyes were moist. 
Then we went to the “church,” one of the big acacia trees 
near the house. Candles burning, white and colored table­ 
cloths, a carpet, a sea of gay flowers, bright clothes and uni­ 
forms, the bride and groom in the foreground, Paquita in a 
lovely wedding dress all under the broad "roof" of the tree 
with the blue sky above. No wedding could have had a more 
solemn and beautiful scene. 
O ur first meal on Floreana had been nee pudding cooked 
in the open on the beach. Now we stood in our fine house 
near the beach, holding glasses and drinking toasts to Rolf 
and his bride Paquita. 
Presents came from all over the world When Paquita 
looked at them after the wedding breakfast, tears streamed 
down her cheeks. “Tanto cariho! Tanto cartno para mi!" 
she repeated over and over. “So much love for me!” 
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Margret Wittmer doesn’t know it 
yet, but a valuable letter is waiting for her.

During tho evening, when there was 
dancing on the concrete patwi where I 
usually hung up my washing, I had the 
chance of dancing with my husband again 
for the first time since leaving Germany. 
Rolf had bought a motorboat for his fish­ 
ing, and several days after the wedding 
he invited me on a cruise around the island. 
I accepted with alacrity, having had far too 
little time for a thorough exploration of 
Kloreana even by land We sailed north at 
an amazing speed' R olfs boat went IO times 
faster than the little fishing boat in which 
we first arrived on the island. 
Rolf brought the boat skillfully into Post 
Office bay, where ships had left our mail 
through the years. “What about seeing if 
there’s any mail?" Rolf said. " I’ll stay in 
the boat for a bit. I’d like to clean the en­ 


gine while I’m waiting ” 
I walked off to the white barrel that was 
our "letter box" and opened the flap to see 
if there was anything inside There wasn’t, 
of course, No ship had called recently. 
lb-fore closing the flap again, I reached 
inside and felt around the bottom of the 
barrel. I gave a start: 
my fingers had 
touched some sort of letter or package 
stuck inside. I couldn’t pry it loose without 
using a little stick. 
It was a thick envelope, shriveled and 
yellow with age. The writing was very in­ 
distinct, whether from the salty sea water 
or the sharp salty air. I read my own name 
and noticed that the stamps were German, 
old German stamps, long withdrawn from 
circulation. The letter must have been stuck 
to the bottom of the barrel for years! 


**Q o touche w a s mail after all,” said Rolf, 
^ as I returned to the boat deep in 
thought. I shook my head “Not really.” 
We cruised around for an hour or so 
more without another word being said. My 
thoughts were far away in time and place; 
they were back in October, 1935, when I 
left Kloreana to go to Germany on my first 
'home leave." 
I remembered the strange man who had 
come to see me as I was preparing for the 
voyage back to South America. He admired 
oui enterprise, but insisted with vehem­ 
ence that we had already proved what we 
could do. 
He very much wanted us to return to 
Germany and manage his farm for him; he 
would even pay our passages home. And 
when my ship reached Antwerp—how it 
all came back to m e!—there was that tele- 
g'arn from him saying: "Hope to see you 
back here very soon with all your family. 
Will be sending check to Floreana shortly." 
Heinz was at home when we got back. 
Mail,” I said. "It has certainly been some 
time reaching me, hasn’t it?” I handed the 
thick envelope to him. 
11*- looked at the faded address and shook 
his head in a puzzled way. "Oh, well, the 
most important things often take longest. 
it’s not so important as all that,” I 
said 
and took it back from him, then 
di-wiy opened the envelope. 


When I saw several sheets closely w rit­ 
ten, the ink smudged, and the lines running 
into each other, I realized it would be 
a difficult job to read the letter. But there 
was something attached to the letter which 
made me gasp 
Aren’t you going to read your letter?” 
Heinz asked. 
"It’s almost 
unreadable," 
I answered, 
"but anyhow I don't need to read it now 
I know just what it says. Look at this, 
though. The ink hasn't faded so badly here 
—you can make the words out quite easily. 
And the figures." I handed him a check 
made out for $1,000. 
Heinz stared at it, completely flabber­ 
gasted. "A thousand dollars! But that’s— 
that’s quite a lot of money! It’s incredible!” 
When I returned to the island 22 years 
before, I hadn't told Heinz much about the 
man who was so anxious to rescue us from 
our adventure. He only smiled at the time. 
Now he burst out laughing when I ex­ 
plained about the letter which had taken 
so many years to find us. 
“Suppose we’d found it then?" I re­ 
marked. "A fter all, it is a lot of money ” 
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"I wouldn’t have sold my freedom for a 
thousand dollars then, either.” 
"And what do we do now?” 
"Now? I say that we’ve got money to 
burn.” He winked at me. 
“ Money to burn’?” I repeated. "Yes, I 
think that’s the best thing to do." I put the 
check back in the envelope along with the 
letter. Then I made a taper from newspaper, 
lighted it from the small fire in the stove, 
and held it under the envelope Soon the 
envelope and its contents turned to ashes. 
When the last spark was out, Heinz, usu­ 
ally a stickler for tidiness, simply kicked 
the ashes to one side and chuckled heartily. 
" I’m certainly glad the postal service is a 
bit slow here,” he said 
And so was I. 
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
